An Act further to amend the Karnataka Fiscal responsibility Act, 2002. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Karnataka Fiscal Responsibility Act, 2002 
(Karnataka Act 16 of 2002) for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the Sixtieth year of the Republic of India as 

follows:- 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka Fiscal 
Responsibility (Amendment) Act, 2009. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force with effect from the 28 th day of February 2009. 

2. Amendment of Section 4.- In the Karnataka Fiscal Responsibility Act, 2002 in section 4, in 
sub-section (3), after the first proviso, the following shall be inserted, namely:- 
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"provided further that the fiscal deficit during the year 2008-09 may exceed the limit up to 3.5 
percent of estimated Gross State Domestic Product as a part of economic stimulus package. The 
additional market borrowings availed under the limits so relaxed shall be used for undertaking capital 
expenditure during the year 2008-09. As a measure of compliance an accompanying Report with details 
and stating the likely impact of such capital expenditure shall be placed before both the Houses of the 
Legislature.

Subject: Issue of Marriage Certificate by Karnataka State 

Board of Wakfs- authorization-reg. 


Read : 1) Letter No.KBW/35/ADM/2009, date:24-07-2009. 


PREAMBLE. 

In letter read at serial (1) the Karnataka State Board of Wakfs has sent proposal to Government 
to delegate powers for issuing Marriage Certificate by Karnataka State Board of Wakfs. Since, all the 
marriages conducted within the jurisdiction of the Masjid concerned are entered in the register 
maintained by the Mosque and all the Mosque within the State are under the general supervision of the 
Board as per the Central Wakf Act 1995, the Karnataka State Wakf Board was issuing the Marriage 
Certificates, after verifying the entries in the Marriage Register maintained by the respective Mosques. 

In order to regulate the issuance of the Marriage Certificate, the Government deems it necessary 
to issue an order authorizing the Karnataka State Wakf Board in this regard. Hence, this order. 

ORDER NO: MWD 319 WES 2009, BANGALORE, DATED : 3 rd AUGUST, 2009 

After careful examination of the matter the Government is pleased to authorize the Karnataka 
State Board of Wakfs and the District Wakf Advisory Committees to issue Marriage Certificates to the 
Muslim applicants after fulfilling the following conditions. 

1) The Bride & Bridegroom should file a joint affidavit indicating the date of marriage, place of 
marriage, name of the Vakil names of the witness, name of the parent etc., 

2) The applicant shall furnish a letter from the management of the mosque certifying that their 
marriage was performed in that mosque and that the copy of the Nikahnama was issued by them. 

3) Original Nikahnama issued by the concerned Muthawalli of the mosque to be obtained by the 
Wakf Board before issuing the marriage certificate. 


4) The Board shall verify the original marriage register maintained by the mosque before issue of 
the marriage certificate by the Wakf Board. 
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5) The Board shall obtain joint photographs of the Bride & Bridegroom and affix the same on the 
marriage certificate, which is being issued. 

6 ) No marriage certificate shall be issued on telephonic and web based Nikah.

2. Amendment of Schedule II.- In the Schedule II to the Karnataka Recruitment of Gazetted 
Probationers (Appointment by Competitive Examinations) Rules, 1997- 

(i) under “C-Personality Test” in Section I, for the words “five times the number of candidates,” “three 
times the number of candidates” shall be substituted.
